WAG ‘housing units at the Sa 
linas Army Air Base are expected 
to be open for occupancy Mon- 
day. The units will house 160 
men and will be available to all 
J.C. veteran men students. 

All veterans in college who are 
interested in living at the air 
base are instructed to ask Miss 
Bassi in the administration of- 
fice for a printed form. This 
form should then be taken for 
approval to the Monterey County 
Authority office which is lo- 
cated at the air base. 

The housing units will rent for 
$3.50 a week. Bedding will be 
laundered free of charge. A res- 
taurant and study hall have been 
set up on the base to accommo- 
date the students. 

The special attraction to this 
“set-up” is the fact. that women 
will be allowed on the base. Like 
many college fraternities, there 
will be a student lounge equipped

Over-Ruled 


Mr. John B. Lemos, president 
of the Salinas Junior College, and 
Mr. John H. Murrin, English in- 
structor at the J.C.,; attended a 
meeting of the State Athletic 
Committee of the California Jun- 
ior College Federation, at Bakers- 
field, Saturday, October 26. The 
meeting was. for the purpose of 
clarifying certain rules and reg- 
ulations of the federation rela- 
tive to athletics. 

The committee decided to rec- 
ommend to the federation the 
following two points: 

1. That no postseason ‘or cham- 
pionship game in any sport should 
be allowed in: junior college com- 
petition. 

2. That basketball tournaments, 
if interconference, must be played 
only by members of the confer- 
ence of which the host school is 
a member. This will obviate any 
such thing as a state champion- 


|ship playoff.

cold wintry day. The weather is 
blizzardy outside, the tempera- 
ture is below zero, and standing 
on the street corner in front of 
a nestled white bungalow is a 
young man who has just been 
compelled to realize the fact that 
as a business man he is a failure. 
To this young man looking in 
upon the white cottage, he has 
no feeling of warmth or happi- 
ness. He is filled with envy as 
he surveys the whole situation 
of the successful life that has 
gone in to making the house pos- 
sible. Inside the home, however, 
the occupants are pleased that 
they are so protected from the 
cold of the day. Friendly people 
live in this house, but they are 
in no way aware of the scene out- 
side their door. 


Now, transform the situation 
to the Salinas Junior College. 
Place the students in college into 
two divisions; one of which a cer- 
tain number aré on the “inside” 
—holding offices in clubs, man- 
aging student affairs, and arrang- 
ing social activities of the col- 
lege. The other division is made 
up of a group of students who 
think that they are on the “out- 
side” — newcomers to the school, 
older men who do not feel as if 
their help will be of any value to 
the college, and young women 
who do not feel themselves as 
being recognized of being capa- 
ble of handling managerial jobs. 

These two classes of people pre- 
sent a picture comparable to the 
first one mentioned and one now 
prevalent in J.C. As in the first 
case, those who think themselves 
on the “outside” are looking in 
with envy, and with a desire to 
help, but with the lack of action 
needed in a case like this. Those 
on the “inside” are friendly peo- 
ple. They are anxious to have 
more join their family; they need 
‘more help to manage student. af- 
fairs, but they are not aware of 
the situation and the help wait- 
ing on the outside. 


The obvious. solution to this 
“picture” puzzle is the getting 
together of these two factions. 
The encouragement of all to at- 
tempt to understand the prob- 
lems and situation of the others 
is necessary. When this is done, 
there will no longer be a “wheel 
within a wheel” at the college; 
rather, the whole college will be 
a “big wheel” driven by the 
Power of a band of students 
joined together in one common
